Subject: Fees for Radio Amateur’s Call Sign on Challenger Auto 
License Plates. 

In the past the Legislature has Allowed amateur radio operators 
to purchase license plates with their FCC-issued amateur station 
call signs on the plates. The fee is $5.00 for the initial plate and a 
$1.50 for renewal, instead of the $12.00 fee for personalized license 
plates. The reason for this special provision is that many radio 
amateurs are equipped to assist with communication during 
emergencies using radios in their automobiles. They were of great 
assistance during Hurricanes Juan, Elena, and others. Call-sign 
license plates make their vehicles readily identifiable to local of- 
ficials who may need their services. 

The program for Challenger license plates did not include the 
provision for reduced fees for amateurs. Many amateurs would like 
to purchase the Challenger plates, but object to paying the annual 
$12.00 personalized-plate fee. We urge you to support legislation to 
correct this apparent oversight in the Challenger plate legislation. 

For example, for a minimum automobile the cost now for an 
ordinary amateur license plate initially is $27.65. For renewal, it is 
$24.15. For a Challenger plate with the amateur call sign now, the 
charge would be $51.65 initially, and $51.65 to renew. If the fee for 
an amateur call sign is used, instead of the personalized-license 
charge, a Challenger plate with the call sign would cost $44.65 
initially, and $41.15 to renew. The latter is a savings of over $10 per 
year for each amateur who wants a Challenger plate with his call 
sign, and the amateur still makes the full contribution to the 
Challenger fund.

NEW RUSSIAN SATELLITES TO BE LAUNCHED 
By Walt Dixon, WADWN, Amsat 
Russian Amateur Radio satellites RS-9 and RS-10 should be in 
orbit by the time you read this. The following are the frequencies 
and modes for the new satellites. 


RS-9 Mode A uplink 145.860-145.9 Mhz. Downlink 29.36-29.4 Mhz. 
BEacon (CW) 29.402 Mhz. Robot uplink 145.82—downlink 29.32 Mhz. 
Note: The Robot will acknowledge your transmission. RS-10 Mode 
A uplink 145.960-146.0 Mhz—downlink 29.46-29.5 Mhz. Beacons 29.457 
and 29.503 Mhz. RS-10 Mode K uplink 21.26-21.3 Mhz—downlink 

~ 29.46-29.5 Mhz. RS-10 Mode T uplink 21.26—21.3 Mhz—downlink 
145.96-145.995 Mhz. Beacons 145.957 and 145.997 Mhz. RS-10 Robot 
uplink 21.140 Mhz downlink 29.32 Mhz. (CW only). 


These satellites can be used by anyone with equipment covering 
the frequencies indicated and which will operate CW or SSB. Low 
power of 100 watts or less will get you good signals on the downlink. 
You will have to be able to receive at the time you are transmitting 
so that you may hear your signal and its position in regard to the 
station you are trying to contact. If you don’t hear your signal you 
are not getting to the satellite. Allow for displacement of your 
signal due to Doppler Shift. Tune both sides of the point you think 
where you are supposed to be. You will find it OK.

HAS YOUR LICENSE EXPIRED? 
Check your license expiration date NOW! 

If your license was issued prior to January 1, 1984, you may 
renew it at any time during the five-year grace period beginning 
with its expiration date. You will be assigned a new call if you 
renew more than two years into that five-year period. If the full 
five-year grace period has elapsed you lose your call and must be 
retested. If your license was issued January 1, 1984, or later, your 
grace period is two years. If the grace period has expired you have 
lost your call and you will have to be retested. If you apply for 
renewal under the grace period you must not operate until your 
new license arrives. 

FCC Form 610s, which can be used to renew or modify your 
license, are available for an SASE from FLA. SKIP.

Fifteen of that goes to the 
Astronauts Memorial and Education Center at Kennedy Space Center with the remaining 
two dollars going for processing. Anyone (including amateurs) who would like anything 
other than the numerical/alphabetical combination which currently appears on a license 
plate will have to pay the extra fee for a prestige tag. } ;

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ARMY MARS 
THE PRIVACY ACT 
By W.K. McPherson, AAR4ND 

The Electronic Communications Privacy Act of 1986 became a 
law January 19, 1987. This law makes the reception of specified 
radio signals illegal. This shifts the responsibility for the contents 
of some radio communications from the person sending it to those 
who might receive it on frequencies that are not “readily ac- 
cessible.’’ The law will be difficult if not impossible for the FCC to 
enforce but is designed to resolve some problems in the use 
of digital video, electronic mail and other new forms of com- 
munication. 

Will it have any effect on MARS and AMATEUR radio operators? 
Probably no. 

Amateur operators are licensed by the FCC to operate on specific 
frequencies that are now “readily accessible.”” MARS operators 
hold AMATEUR licenses and utilize additional frequencies 
allocated to and regulated by DOD. 

However, this new law should remind all MARS and AMATEUR 
license holders of their responsibility under the Radio Act of 1912 
which makes it legal to receive any radio signal so long as the 
contents of private communications are not divulged or used 
beneficially (for profit). In the meantime they should use their 
assigned frequencies as much as possible to insure their continued 
availability.

OTH RADAR 
A new Air Force surveillance and tracking radar system called 
Over Horison Backscatter, or OTH-B, could spell problems in the 
future for amateur radio and SWLs. Similar in operation to the 
well-known and highly disliked ‘“‘Russian Woodpecker,”’ the new 
system is currently in the planning stages for installation in the 
Modoc National Forest. 


The west coast OTH-B system is to be located at three different 
sites. The transmitter will be near Buffalo Flats, Oregon, the 
receiver in the Rim Rock area and the Operations Center at 
Mountain Home AFB in Idaho. A full-time OTH-B is now 
operational in Maine and plans have been announced for a third 
south-looking system. The purpose of these systems is to detect, 
track and give early warning of aircraft approaching North 
America. 


The potential problem for radio amateurs comes from the way in 
which these systems operate. While conventional radar systems 
use line-of-sight microwave frequencies, the OTH-B system project 
great levels of pulsed power toward the horizon. Through the use of 
sophisticated receivers and scanning an area of almost 1800 
nautical miles from its transmitter site. Pulsed multi-megawatt 
power can play havoc with HF COMMUNICATIONS. While the Air 
Force has said that it has no plans to opeate these OTH-B systems 
in the ham bands, their proximity and power levels may cause 
reception problems for amateurs residing anywhere near any of 
these transmitting sites. So far, only minor complaints have been 
voiced by hams in the northeast who reside near the northward 
looking OTH-B radar system operating in Maine. Tnx N6BVU, 
others.

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STOLEN EQUIPMENT INFORMATION SERVICE 
By Jan Zysko, N4MEI - Paragon Technologies 

There seems to be a recent increase in the number of amateurs 
having equipment stolen in the South Florida Area. Two meter 
mobile rigs seem to be a popular target even in cases when other 
high-tech equipment (cellular phones, radar detectors, scanners, 
etc.) was just as accessible. In the ten or so cases we’ve heard of in 
the past few months, the MO has been the same — late night or 
early morning smash-and-grab from a locked car parked at home. 

In an effort to at least insure ourselves that our next purchase of 
used equipment is legit, the Florida Skip is hosting a stolen 
equipment information service. Through the data services .of 
Paragon Technologies, we will maintain an information file on the 
stolen equipment (MAKE, MODEL, SERIAL NUMBER, IDEN: 
TIFYING MARKS, MODIFICATIONS, etc.) along with the par- 
ticulars of the victim (NAME, ADDRESS, PHONE, CLUB 
MEMBERSHIPS) and specifics of the robbery (WHERE, WHEN, 
HOW, POLICE CASE or REPORT NUMBER and CONTACT 
NAME, PHONE NUMBER, etc.). We will regularly run a stolen 
equipment listing in the Skip for your benefit. A central repository 
of this type of information that is accessible by fellow hams is 
sorely needed in today’s climate where the criminal appears to 
have more rights than the victim. Besides, who knows our equip. 
ment better, who can recognize a non-ham by merely listening to 
his radio procedures and who provides (at least part of) a large 
market for radio equipment? - 

One day we hope to have a toll-free hot-line that anyone can call 


and see if a particular piece of equipment is listed as stolen. If it is, . 


a caller can just leave a ‘‘tip’’ of where the equipment is and we’ll 
notify the proper authorities. No need to let us know who you are 
but it would make it easier. In the meantime, we'll have to rely on 
building and accessing the data base by mail or you can call in your 
info or request and leave the particulars on our recorder at (305) 
238-7226. Please don’t ask us to return vour call unless its local or 
you give us permission to call collect. 

There are a host of possibilities of good things that could come out 
of this service, but it will take the cooperation of the entire ham 
community to make it work. Your comments and suggestions are 
always welcome. 73.

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DX IN FLORIDA 
By Tom Mannix, WA4YLD 

Hello DXers from the SFDXA. All requests for information or 
comments about the column should be directed to W4WJ, via the 
callbook address, on the DX repeater 147.930/330. 

Since DXing is affected by the sunspot cycle, we are all watching 
and waiting for the ‘‘bottom”’ of the current cycle. Some of the 
forecasts have placed this ‘‘bottom’’ somewhere in the last months 
of 1986 to the first months of 1987. Well, we can’t go much further 
without seeing some better solar flux numbers! ! The numbers have 
been averaging around 72 to 75 the past couple of months and for 
the last three days they have been 100 or over!! Hope springs 
eternal for steady improvement! 

In spite of the poor sunspot activity there has been some six 
meter DX openings to Central America. Also heard and worked by 
many have been Franz Josef Land, BV9RB, BVOAA, BV1QH, 
C31LBL, CVOBAB, HL9DJ and a number of other DX stations not 
often heard recently. This shows that the DX is out there waiting 
for those who have the patience to look for it. 

This brings me to a point that is often overlooked by the begin- 
ning DX’r. My current log sheet lists about twenty three stations 
worked. Of the twenty three only one was worked by calling CQ. 
That one, ZL1SM, was worked on a hunch that 15 meters was open 
to the Pacific around 6:00 PM local time. Two calls and the ZL 
answered. The fact is that our experience indicates that 95 percent 
of the DX worked was worked by listening a lot! Not only does this 
method let the operator sort out who he wishes to work, but if there 
is a pileup it allows him to determine how the DX is answering 
calls. Is he working them up 2 or 5, and where does he pick most of 
them? Does he answer the suffix only calls or those giving complete 
calls? Is he working Europeans only or stateside ‘‘4’s’”’ only? All of 
the foregoing and more, learned by listening before calling, gets 
the DX to answer your call with a lot less calling and anxiety on 
your part. SO — LISTEN, LISTEN, and LISTEN!!! 

One of our members, K8UNP, has his Golden Jubilee certificate 
already and it’s beautiful. Several of the members including myself 
have recently completed the one hundred DX contacts and are in 
the process of applying for this very nice award. Several others are 
close behind in completing this contest celebrating 50 years of the 
DXCC Program sponsored by the ARRL. Why not get going and 
participate in this fun program? Until next month, 73, Tom.

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FCC— DEFINE OBSCENITY 

In 1982 there was an FCC action revoking the license of David 
Hildebrand, N6BHU, because of his admitted violations of the FCC 
Rules which prohibit obscene, indecent or profane language. The 
FCC Review Board overturned the original ruling saying that the 
Amateur Radio Service only involves private transmissions and 
the legal cases which define obscenity only involve broadcasting to 
the public. 

The ARRL and the Private Radio Bureau of the FCC appealed to 

the FCC Commissioners to restore the original decision. 

On April 16, the Commissioners reversed the Review Board 
decision. The Commissioners said that amateur radio is suf- 
ficiently like broadcasting in that the frequencies are shared by all 
amateurs and there is a risk of children listening to the tran- 
smissions. The Commissioners also noted that Section 97.119 of the 
Amateur Rules specifically governs indepent transmissions and 
that amateurs should presume that the Commission’s Rules will be 
enforced. 

Due to technical reasons, the Commission did not fine Hildebrand 
or revoke his license. The Commission limited its actions to a 
declatory ruling and admonished Hildebrand against further 
violations. 

ARRL HQ has only received a brief news release from FCC on 
this matter, not the actual text of this declatory ruling. Further

A SAN DIEGO, CALIFORNIA HAM IS FREE 

A San Diego, California ham is free on $150,000 bail following his 
arrest for allegedly jamming the two way radio system of that 
city’s FBI office. Extra Class licensee Jerry Edward Gastil, 
K6DYD, was arrested in his vehicle at about 6:15 p.m. by FBI 
agents on Friday, April 10. His arrest culminated a week-long in- 
vestigation and surveillance by FBI agents and FCC engineers. 
According to FBI Special Agent James Bolenbach, the interference 
started on April 1 and continued each weekday through April 10th. 
The interference took the form of music and other sounds. 
Bolenbach told Westlink Report writer Mike Sullivan, WA6HJJ, 
that ‘‘the interference would start up at the most inopportune time. 
Just when we had heavy traffic or a bank robbery situation or 
something where we need it (the radio system) here would come 
this powerful signal, enough to drown out and prevent our cars 
from communicating with each other or with headquarters.”’ 

Gastil is charged in a two count complaint filed in U.S. District 
Court. One count alleges his interfering with a government com- 
munications system, which is a felony carrying a_ possible 
_ Maximum penalty of 10 years imprisonment and a $250,000 fine. A 
second complaint is a misdemeanor charge of operating on a radio 
frequency without a license. In addition, Gastil’s vehicle and the 
radio equipment inside it were seized at the time of his arrest and 
could ultimately be forfeited. ; 

According to a report in.the San Diego Union, the FBI filed an 
affidavit in which the agency asserted ‘‘Gastil caused music and 
other sounds to be transmitted on the FBI frequency, interfering 
with regular FBI transmissions.” It says that the signals were 
monitored by an FBI electronics technician and those of the FCC. 
An analysis by the FCC indicated the transmissions were of a type 
that would originate from a mobile unit, and that the ability to 
transmit the interference would involve considerable knowledge of 
radio communications. Gastil is employed as an electronics 
technician and is also an Extra Class. 

The FBI says that on Wednesday, April 8th, Gastil was observed 
as he drove to the top of a hill in San Diego. In the same sur- 
veillance, a radio direction finder was used. As Gastil drove down 
the hill, interfering transmissions were received and the radio 
direction finder operator found that the signals were being trans- 
mitted in a manner consistent with the movements of Gastil’s 
vehicle. 

No motive for Gastil’s alleged actions has yet been found. He was 
scheduled for a preliminary hearing in federal court on April 24.
